Experiments on that farm relate to 
the improvement of permanent and 
temporary pastures, higher yields of 
grain and cotton, and higher forage 
yields of legumes and grasses on cul- 
tivated land. It was pointed out that 
vetch is one of the best legumes to 
plant in Bermuda in that area. 


McLain County Partnerships Work 


@ The Extension Service has played 
a vital part in obtaining some more 
equitable partnership-type agreements 
between landlords and tenants in Mc- 
Clain County, Oklahoma. County 
Agent Lilburn James, who initiated 
this program in 1944, told me that 
about 100 partnership agreements are 
in force in the county. Occasionally, 
a dissolution occurs, but no more 
often than in any other type of busi- 
ness.

USDA REORGANIZATION 


[x THE most sweeping reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture in its 64-year history, Secretary 
Benson is making its research, educa- 
tion, and soil conservation into a 48- 
state cooperative Department. 

The regional offices of Soil Conser- 
vation are being abolished in favor 
of 48 state SCS offices. Some feel that 
state offices will be taken over by state 
extension services at some later date. 
High officials deny this, but reliable 
sources insist this is the long-time plan. 
They say it’s clearly indicated by 
budget requests for increased funds 
for Extension and sharply reduced 
funds for SCS. 

The Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration has been abolished. Its 
price support work has been put in 
the new Commodity Stabilization Ser- 
vice. Its Agricultural Conservation 
Program (now called Service) has been 
put in the Federal-States Relation 
group. The rest of PMA has been 
absorbed by the new Agricultural 
Marketing Service. 

President Eisenhower's policy of 
developing more Federal-States co- 
operation has been followed by Ben- 
son in fitting the 20-odd USDA pro- 
grams into four major groups. Chief 
emphasis is put on the Federal-States 
Relations group which includes re- 
search, education, and conservation. 
The Department was built on the basis 
of research and education, he says, 
and he is going back to fundamentals 
in his reorganization. 

The next greatest emphasis is put 
on the new Agricultural Marketing 
Service which is linked with the For- 
eign Agriculture Service in a group 
that will work to develop bigger mar- 
kets for farm products. 

Price support work is all lumped 
together in the new Commodity Sta- 
bilization Service. REA and Farmers 
Home Administration are tucked into 
a fourth group labeled credit. 

Moving USDA services closer to the 
grass roots will give farmers better 
service, Benson says. This, rather 
than saving money, is the chief pur- 
pose of the reorganization, he says, 


but adds that it will also prove more 
economical. 

Officials refuse to estimate how 
many jobs will be cut out under the 
new system, but privately hope that 
total full-time jobs can be cut from 
about 64,000 to less than 60,000. 

Cutting out regional SCS offices is 
the most controversial feature of the 
new plan. The first reaction of Sen- 
ate and House agriculture committees 
after Secretary Benson outlined his 
plan was mostly favorable to the 
change, but soil conservationists are 
well organized back of SCS, and the 
heat has been turned on Congress, the 
White House, and the Secretary. 
Critics say that soil conservation can’t 
be run efficiently on a state basis. 

The soil conservation payment pro- 
gram is to continue separate from SCS 
and Extension. This and crop loan 





FORECAST 


The fight shaping up for the 
next session of Congress is apt 
to be Administration versus Con- 
gress,. not Republican versus 
Democrat. Eisenhower indicated 
in Kansas City that he will back 
Benson. Congress wants price 
support ammunition fast (may- 
be on cattle). Hasty farm legis- 
lation may result. 











work will be handled by state, county, 
and community farmer committees. 
Since the two activities are in separate 
USDA outfits, the committees will re- 
port directly to an assistant secretary 

Most observers agree the reorgani- 
zation as a whole makes sense. Opin- 
ion is sharply divided on the SCS 
move, and there is some questioning 
of the wisdom of moving most of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
into the Agricultural Marketing Ser- 
vice. BAE has always serviced all 
parts of the Department. It’s now a 
part of an action agency, and some 
fear that this will come to influence 
its findings and reduce its worth. 





LOOKING AHEAD 
THE BAE REPORT 


HE outlook for 1954 is neither 

dark nor bright but mostly gray, 
as the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics sees it. For agriculture it will 
be more of the same. There'll be some 
slow-up in business and industry, but 
no deep recession is seen for °54. 

Every major farm price decline 
since 1919 has been accompanied or 
preceded by a sharp drop in farm 
exports. The 1948-49 decline in ex- 
ports and prices was stopped by the 
Korean war. It has started again. 
Here is the 1954 outlook for major 
Southern crops. 

Cotton: Prices are expected to stay 
around support levels until late next 
spring when most of it is out of farm- 
ers’ hands, and then may improve if 
a 10 million bale crop seems to be 
coming. About five million bales of 
the 1953 crop is expected to go into 
the loan program. 

Carryover is expected to increase 
to about eight million bales next Au- 
gust 1— it was a little over five million 
bales last August 1. If the 1954 crop 
is down to 10 million bales, officials 
think it might not be necessary to 
have quotas for the 1955 crop. 

Tobacco: Prices of all types are ex- 
pected to stay above support levels. 
Exports will probably be nearly as 
high as during the 1952-53 marketing 
season—450-460 million pounds com- 
pared to 467 million last year. 

Dairy: A record carryover of dairy 
products and continued high produc- 
tion indicate somewhat lower prices 
in 1954. Carryover of dairy products 
is nearly double that of a year ago. 
Costs will come down a little more, 
but are not expected to drop in line 
with dairy prices. Net dairy income 
is 5 percent lower than the 1952 peak. 
and is due to come down a little more. 

Poultry: This is one of the bright 
spots in the 1954 outlook, both for 
eggs and broilers. Good egg prices are 
expected during the first half of the 
year—about as favorable as last spring. 
Broiler production is due to keep in- 
creasing gradually through the early 
part of 1954. 

Cattle: Beef production will be a 
little smaller in 1954 and prices a 
little higher. Cattle numbers are not 
increasing this year because slaughter 
of 36 million head is about equal to 
the calf crop. The nation’s beef herd 
will have about as many cows and 
heifers next year, but fewer steers. 

Hogs: Pork is expected to stay 
scarce and hog prices hold rather high 
until next summer. Prices this win- 
ter are due to increase substantially 
after the seasonal low point in De- 
cember.

With only a 
half-acre in greens, she has a year- 
round income that pays more than 
half her grocery bill. 

“It's easy to overlook anything as 
‘lowly’ as greens,” says Mrs. H. T. 
Pollard, “but it’s astonishing what a 
sizable income can be made from a 
little patch!” 

A tall, soft-spoken woman, who has 
reared six children, Mrs. Pollard has 
managed a 160-acre farm since the 
death of her husband several years 
ago. 

Preparation of the land, fertiliza- 
tion, seed, and marketing all have 
played major roles in Mrs. Pollard’s 
becoming “queen of the greens.” 

Once in a while, a dry spell puts 
a crimp in the fall crop, but Mrs. Pol- 
lard never has failed on spring greens. 
For these, she begins in October by 
turning under waist-high soybeans. 

Then about the second week in 
January, she turns and disks the land. 
Next come 22 loads of barnyard fer- 
tilizer on the half-acre patch, fol- 
lowed by ammonia nitrate. 

Mrs. Pollard emphasizes that buy- 
ing certified seed is of paramount im- 
portance. “I get the ground ready, 
and the first pretty day in January, | 
plant, but I always dip the seed over- 
night to keep down disease.” 

About the middle of April or first 
of May, she sets out tomato plants 
about every three feet in the greens. 
While the tomatoes are growing, she’s 
still picking greens. 

For fall greens, she plants back into 
the tomatoes. Here again, she uses 
barnyard fertilizer, and later, ammo- 
nia nitrate. 


“The last of August, I go down be- . 


tween the rows of tomatoes, planting 
the fall greens,” Mrs. Pollard says. 
“These are ready for marketing in 
September or early October.” 

Thus, she has three crops—two of 
greens and one of tomatoes—from 
one-half acre. After the fall crop of 
greens, however, Mrs. Pollard will not 
plant the same patch of land in greens 
for a year. In October, she'll have 
another half acre of soybeans ready 
to turn under. 

“One of the secrets of a good in- 
come is early marketing,” Mrs. Pol- 
lard points out. “Be first to get your 
greens on the market, and you'll get 
a much better price,” she advises.

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00,000 Ponds of Fish 


Survey shows how small artificial ponds produce a 


valuable farm crop for Southern farmers 


OND building has 

“mushroomed” in 

recent years like 

no other single farm 

project in the South. Millions of fingerlings stock the 

waters behind the thousands of dams constructed each year. 

There are 701,424 ponds in the 15 southern states, ranging 

in size from one-fourth acre to 10 acres or more. Some 

389,418 of these are stocked with fish. This acreage is fer- 

tilized, weeded (FARM AND RANCH, March 1953), and other- 
wise managed as carefully as the most valuable cropland. 

In Texas alone, county agents report approximately three 
and a half million stock fish introduced in farm ponds in 
1952. Kentucky stocked 23.000 ponds during that year, 
and Oklahoma and Mississippi each stocked almost as many. 

These facts were revealed by a detailed survey by re- 
search units of FARM AND RANCH, with cooperation of state 
departments of fish and wildlife, land grant college wildlife 
specialists and scientists, soil conservation technicians, and 
our readers. Accurate counts were not available in all states 
but the experts came up with carefully calculated “con- 
servative” estimates. There is proof enough that pond build- 
ing has boomed since World War II. 

And with good reason. The little lakes serve many pur- 
poses: (1) watering livestock, (2) irrigation, (3) erosion con- 
trol, or (4) fishing and other recreation. And many a pond

is worth its cost in landscape beautification alone—nothing 
helps realty value more than turning a boggy, bushy branch 
head or “bottom” into a refreshingly peaceful pond. 

Our survey showed that more people fish than take part 
in any other sport. The farmer with his own pond can 
enjoy this pastime at its best and do so at his convenience 
with little expense. It is said that a stocked pond, well 
ireated and fertilized, produces more pounds of meat per 
acre than the most fertile field on the average farm. Within 
a year from stocking, the harvest of big fat bream and bass 
can begin. Many owners cash in on the crop by selling 
permits to sportsmen. Hundreds have paid for their ponds 
and managed them at a profit in this manner. 

Farm ponds, as controllers of erosion and sources for 
irrigation and livestock water, are worth millions of dollars 
each year. Some livestockmen and intensive farm operators 
would be out of business without them. 

Many a young farmer has stashed away his nest egg con- 
structing dams and clearing basins with heavy equipment.

There is a much better understanding 
of the rural health problem both by 
the profession and by rural! people 
The number of doctors is increasing. 
and measures are being taken in many 
cases to slant their interest to Tal 
practice. Hospitals are rapidly bei ng 
built so that they are more con- 
venient for rural people. Clinics, too. 
are being set up in the country, and 
office practice is getting more atten- 
tion. This saves money for the pa- 
tient and time for the doctor. for 
he can see so many more people 

If you do not have the service of a 
doctor, write the Counci! of Rural 
Health, American Medica! Associa- 
tion, 535 N. Dearborn St., Chicago 
10. It may also be a good idea to 
write the dean of your nearest medi- 
cal college. Find out what it takes 
to bring a doctor to your commu- 
nity. The modern doctor has to have 
more “tools” to work with than the 
doctor of a generation ago, but the 
problem can be solved when it is un- 
derstood and if the people of the com- 
munity can work at it. 


Back in September I spent 
part of a day at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and a 
day and a half visiting farms of the 
Corn Belt. 

Nowadays most farmers have no 
horses or mules. They make machin- 
ery do just about all of the work. 
And one man gets a lot of work done. 
I visited one farmer who operates 660 
acres, with very little waste land and 
no woodland at all. In 1953 he grew 
300 acres of corn—more corn than 
on an average farm of that size. Usu- 
ally he grows 50 to 80 acres of soy- 
beans and a considerable acreage of 
wheat and oats. Then, as he feeds 
more than a hundred cattle each year, 
he grows clover and grass for hay. 
To help operate this farm he hires two 
hands. Machinery does the rest.

Formerly worthless land 
is yielding $300 an acre annually

(ouTHWEsTERN farmers can 
grow Christmas trees successfully 
without sacrificing good land which 
could be used more profitably for 
crops or pasture. 

Seven years ago Warren McCarty 
and Wilbur Parrish, of Broken Arrow, 
Oklahoma, purchased 17 acres of 
seemingly worthless land in a coal- 
mining area. They had no idea what 
they would do with it. 

McCarty was work unit conserva- 
tionist with the Arkansas-Verdigris 
Soil Conservation District, and Par- 
rish was planting technician. A coal- 
mining company offered to give them 
the land after mining operations were 
finished, but they insisted on paying 
the nominal sum of $1 an acre for it. 
The land showed the ravages of strip- 
mining, but after having the soil ana-

lyzed McCarty and Parrish decided 
to try growing Christmas trees. This 
would serve a double purpose: it 
would be a profitable hobby and also 
a beautification project. 

They harvested 100 trees on the 
land last Christmas, and could have 
cut double that number if the sum- 
mer drouth had not left many of the 
trees too brown to be used. They 
sold the trees for 50 to 75 cents each. 


200 Trees This Year 

They feel sure that at least 200 
trees can be cut from the land this 
year. They estimate that this former- 
ly worthless land when in full pro- 
duction will yield about $300 per 
acre annually. 

When the original price of the land 
is considered, along with taxes for 
last year, which amounted to only 
$1.96, the potential income from the 
land is far above the purchasers’ ex- 
pectation. Furthermore, the property 
paid for itself the first year with pro- 
ceeds from the sale of marginal coal 
which they dug on the land and sold 
in their community. 

With proper pruning and careful 
cutting, new trees can be grown from 
the stumps of old. Actually, the proc- 
ess of growing another tree from a 
stump is very simple. When a tree 
is cut, several branches are left around 
the base. In a year or two all but 
the largest branch is cut away. Then 
in about three years this will grow into 
a full-size tree. 

In their experience, McCarty and 
Parrish discovered that better trees 
could be grown if the young trees were 
tied upright to stakes. “Folks like their 
Christmas trees straight and bushy, 
so we always tried to grow them that 
way,” explains McCarty.

‘Efficiency Is the? Wate hword ... 
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Florida scientist tells how cattlemen can increase efficiency and 


meet the demands of a growing population 


T IS predicted that in 25 years we will have five people 

to feed for each four we feed today. Barring drought 

or other conditions beyond their control, cattlemen can 
produce high-quality beef for this growing population, even 
in the face of rising production costs. To do so, however, 
they must increase efficiency of operation. Higher efficiency 
will come about if we simply put to use the research facts 
now available and adopt, without delay, new research find- 
ings that prove practical and economical. 

In the next quarter of a century we may reach the limit 
of land suitable for raising cattle. We won't be able to 
move onto new land, because there will be little or no new 
land left. So, to meet our increasing needs, the producer 
will have to grow more beef per acre and cope success- 
fully with rising costs of equipment and labor. He can 
do it by applying all the “know how” he can get from agri- 
cultural experiment stations, the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, private agencies, and other cattlemen. 

Some cattlemen make use of good, practical research 
information, but far too many do not. Those who fail to 
take advantage of it do not realize cash returns that are 
justly theirs—and, in some cases, are experiencing losses 
instead of profits.

Research backed by field experience shows that efficient 
beef production is greatly dependent upon three factors: 

1. Conformation, or type 

2. Fertility 

3. The ability of animals to convert feed into meat. 

Top-quality purebred bulls bred to good, productive cows 
results in calves of good beef type that make highest profits. 
Careful selection and strict, year-around culling are neces- 
sary if we are to keep only the best in breeding herds. Bulls 
that fail to sire good calves, and barren or irregular cows 
not only hold down herd quality, but eat just as much as 
the finest animals. 

In selecting breeding animals remember that feed utiliza- 
tion must be considered. The ability of some animals to 
make better use of feed than others is highly heritable, and 
that means bulls and heifers for the breeding herd should 
be heavy for age in addition to being of good type. 

Research has brought out many helpful facts about 
animal nutrition, but many of the results are not yet in 
general use. Fundamental, of course, is the need to give 
the animals enough total feed. Yet, some grasses are more 
nutritious than others, and every cattleman should try to

The scientists’ new “rumen seeding”’ 
may be the real inside story which 
feeders have been looking for 


Research scientists are now “seeding” 
the paunch, or rumen, of cattle, calves 
and lambs with millions of extra bac- 
teria. They are boosting the paunch 
population with new microscopic “bugs’’ 

. the kinds that may help those al- 
ready present in breaking own feeds 
and changing them into digestible nu- 
trients. That would mean “money in 
the bank’’! 

Researchers are learning many of the 
secrets of bacterial fermentation that 
enables four-stomach animals to con- 
vert roughages and other feeds into 
meat. But they still have a lot of work 
to do. They want to know the answers 
to many more questions about the dif- 
ferent kinds of “‘bugs”’ . . . the enzymes 
they produce .. . how livestock men can 
put them to practical use . . . many other 
unknowns. These answers may help 
avoid pitfalls. 

Continued research on “‘rumen seed- 

ing,’ the scientists hope, may produce 
this practical result: Feed fortified with 
the right kind of ‘“‘bugs’’ may allow range 
animals coming off the range to be put on 
full feed in days instead of weeks. Faster, 
more economical gains appear to be 
ossible because the new ‘“bugs’’ or 
‘what goes with them’’ are needed in 
the paunch for quick adjustment to 
feed-lot feeding. 

Evidence also indicates that ‘ ‘paunch 
seeding” in the form of special “bug 
pills’’ can also be effective in bringing 
cattle, calves and lambs with digestive 
ailments back to good health. One ex- 
ample: Western lambs shipped to the 
Corn Belt refused to eat and drink upon 
arrival. A “‘paunch-seeding’’ treatment 
caused a satisfactory response. 

“Paunch seeding’’ may soon be out 
of the laboratory and experimental 
stage ...and become another way to 
lower your feeding costs through health- 
ier, faster gaining cattle, calves and 
lambs . . . better utilization of all feeds, 
with less waste and more gain per 
pound of feed fed. Watch for further 
developments on “‘paunch seeding.”

Meat packers do not buy live- 
stock at low levels and freeze great 
supplies of meat to sell when prices 
are higher. The quantity of beef, 
lamb and veal in storage at any one 
time is never as much as 3% of a 

year’s slaughter. 
When wholesale 
prices dropsharply, 
meat packers also 
have big losses. 
Sometimes part of 
those losses may be made up by price 
increases. But since price rises are 
usually due to scarcity, a packer 
never owns as much livestock and 
meat when prices rise as when prices 
decline. 


Instead of sharp price changes... 


up or down . . . volume is one of the 
biggest factors in meat packer prof- 
its. Many overhead costs, such as 
buildings, equipment, taxes, etc. re 
main the same regardless of whether 
the volume of meat handled is big 
or small. When the volume is dou- 
bled, we are able to spread these costs 
over twice as many pounds of meat.

Consumers have had more total 
beef, lamb and veal to eat this year 
than in 1952... about 14 lbs. more 
per person. They have also benefited 
as a result of the decline in cattle, 
lamb, and calf prices. For instance, 
the latest government figures avail- 
able at press time show that the 
average August retail price of round- 
steak in Chicago stores was down 
18% from a year ago... rib roasts— 
down 23% . hamburger—down 
33% ...and chuck roasts—down 29%. 


Government average monthly fig- 
ures also show that wholesale meat 
prices and livestock prices have 
moved up and down together.

pp arerrurate—te is a big word 
and a big problem. I might also 
add, it is a big business. 

Barbiturates include several dozen 
medicines, some of which are pre- 
scribed every day by most doctors. 
They make up the most important 
group of sedatives or so-called nerve 
tablets or sleeping capsules used by 
the anxious men and women of the 
twentieth century! 

They are most useful in medical 
practice. I would find it difficult to 
practice a day without advising them 
for some patient. Doctors use them 
to calm patients before operations, 
even as anesthetics for operations. 
They are used by psychiatrists to 
help certain patients discuss their 
problems without restraint. But more 
than any other use they are prescribed 
for people who have trouble sleeping. 

Under a doctor’s supervision they 
can be taken safely for rather long 
periods of time. The problem is that 
in many communities they can be 
bought without prescription, and a 
person can eventually become habitu- 
ated to a barbiturate. The number 
of such addicts is increasing. 

Another part of the problem is 
that about one-fourth of all cases of 
acute poisoning come from _ barbitu- 
rates—a child getting into a medicine 
chest or an adult taking an overdose. 

Barbiturates are a great blessing to 
mankind, but like many other bless- 
ings they may become a curse. In 
most states we need stricter laws to 
control the sale of these medicines 
and, above all, we need the inner 
spiritual resources that make it un- 
necessary for dependence on medi- 
cines for peace of mind. Then we 
can look for a reduction in the stag- 
gering three hundred tons of barbi- 
turates we Americans consume yearly.

Fertilizer Pays Its Wav 


If moisture is adequate for good plant growth, 
proper fertilization will boost cotton yields 


T PAYS to use fertilizer under 

cotton in all areas where rainfall 

or irrigation is adequate to main- 
tain continuous growth. There are 
hundreds of examples, in every com- 
munity where fertilizer is used, of in- 
creased yields and profits from proper 
use of commercial fertilizer. Cotton, 
like all other crops, removes plant 
food from the soil; therefore, it is 
necessary that additional plant food 
be added if the plants are to have an 
adequate supply of fertilizer elements. 
This is only logical when one evaluates 
the amount of plant food removed 
from the soil by erosion, leaching, and 
cropping. 

In the drier areas of the Southwest, 
especially on the heavier soils, the use 
of fertilized legume crops ahead: of 
cotton in rotation has given more sat- 
isfactory results than direct applica- 
tion of commercial fertilizer. This 
can be easily understood because wa- 
ter is a big factor in cotton produc- 
tion; and the fertilized legume crop 
not only increases the water-holding 
capacity of the land but also adds 
plant food elements and improves the 
general condition of the soil. 

In checking the advantages of using 
fertilizer, we find that the profits are 
always greater when farm commodi- 
ties are high in price. However, even 
though cotton sells for as little as 
thirty cents per pound, the efficient 
use of fertilizer pays; since, over the 
years, fertilizer prices did not advance

as rapidly as the prices of other com- 
modities. With a reduced acreage 
planted to cotton on any given farm, 
it is all the more important that fer- 
tilizer be used to increase the acre- 
yield; and, thus, reduce the per-pound 
cost of production. 

Over the years, erosion has been 
the greatest thief of plant-food ele- 
ments in the soil. On sloping lands, 
this loss has been so great that the 
land is no longer capable of producing 
profitable yields without some help 
in the form of added plant food. In 
the deep sandy lands, leaching—along 
with erosion and cropping—has de- 
pleted the fertility of the soil. The 
American Potash Institute estimates 
that each bale of cotton produced re- 
moves approximately 65 pounds of 
nitrogen; 25 pounds of phosphoric 
acid; and 50 pounds of potash from 
the soil. While cotton does not re- 
move nearly as much plant food as 
crops such as corn and vegetables, we 
cannot overlook the fact that there 
is a drain on the soil fertility. 

The kind and amount of commer- 
cial fertilizer used under cotton vary 
a great deal. This variation is brought 
about, largely, by the way in which 
the land has been cropped, the amount 
of erosion and leaching. The soil type, 
amount of rainfall, or other factors 
influence the kind of fertilizer to use.

Leptospirosis in Cattle 


| EPTOSPIROSIS, or commonly 
J called “Lepto,” was first described 
in the United States about eight years 
ago. Since then, the disease has be- 
come quite widespread in all parts of 
the country. As the population of 
cattle increases in the South, we will 
hear more about this disease. Some 
authorities claim that Leptospirosis 
ranks second to Bang’s disease in 
cattle. 

Losses in a herd due to this disease 
may be as high as 25 to 30 percent, 
especially if young stock are infected. 
The symptoms in an acute case may 
be as follows: marked depression, 
high fever for a few days, difficult 
breathing, nervousness, and an extreme 
drop in milk production. The milk 
may vary in color from pink to brown, 
with flakes of blood in it. This condi- 
tion of the milk makes the disease 
easy to confuse with mastitis. Blood 
in the urine may appear on the second 
or third day of the fever. The mem- 
branes around the eyes and on the 
inside of the mouth will become yel- 
low in color. Death occurs in older 
cattle from two to eight days, but in 
calves death may occur as early as 
12 hours after the onset of the disease. 

A mild form of Leptospirosis may 
occur with little outward symptoms. 
Unless the cattle are observed daily 
the disease may not be recognized. 
This may be true with beef cattle, as 
they are usually not seen every day. 
With the mild form, cattle may run a 
fever for a few days, drop in milk 
production as much as 50 percent or 
more, give thick, yellow milk with 
blood flakes in it, show some bloody 
urine and abort. In some herds that 
are free of Brucellosis and vibrosis, 
abortions have been quite high due to 
Leptospirosis. Abortions may be as 
high as 30 percent in an infected herd. 
Mortality is very low in the mild cases 

Animals that recover are spreaders 
of the disease, as the organism local- 
izes in the kidneys and may be shed 
in the urine for as long as three months 
after recovery from the disease. As 
a rule, the disease spreads slowly after 
an infected animal is put in a clean 
herd. It may take several weeks to 
several months before the owner no- 
tices the symptoms. 
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A Farmer Uses Chlordane to... 


Make It Not for 


“n IRE” ants—the kind that build 
mounds to play havoc with 
mowing machine blades and bite 
fiercely—have increased to the men- 
ace stage on many Southern farms, 
especially in pastures. But these in- 
vaders from South America fight a 
losing battle on the Fred Sheffield 
farm near Monroeville, Ala. 

Like other cattlemen, Sheffield has 
found it almost impossible to control 
the ants since they first moved north 
from Gulf ports a few years ago. 
He has thrown everything from water 
to deadly poisons at the ants, only to 
see them continue to increase in num- 
ber. He once made a count of 25 
colonies per acre; there were so many 
his cows couldn't lie down peacefully 
in pastures. 

One year, Mrs. Sheffield drove a 
pick-up through the fields while her 
husband rode on the back carrying 
a stick in one hand and a bucket of 
chlordane in the other. When they 
spotted an ant hill, he jumped off, 
punched a hole in it and sprinkled 
a generous supply of poison with a 
little water over the mound. This 
served to break up the treated col- 
onies, but always some ants survived. 
Within a few days the little, but 
mighty, pests were on the go again. 
As the fight continued, the farmer 
racked his brain for a way to win. 
When fertilizing time came around

again he found an answer. 

Sheffield had a bright, new idea, 
he remembers. Why not mix chior- 
dane with the fertilizer to be broad- 
cast over the field? He enlisted the 
help of County Agent A. V. Culpep- 
per and some fertilizer folks to help 
work on the idea as an experiment. 
They saw no harm in trying it. 

A local fertilizer dealer mixed 25 
pounds of 50 percent chlordane with 
32,000 pounds of phosphate. Shef- 
field distributed the mixture on 
an ant-infested field at the rate of 
400 pounds per acre. No disking 
or other soil treatment was made be- 
fore or after application of the fer- 
tilizer. Within a few days the men 
found that their experiment had 
worked. There was not a single ant 
to be found. Entomologists predict 
that no ants of any kind will appear 
on the area for at least two years. 

The ant treatment cost the farmer 
32 cents per acre for material, with 
about 0.3 pound chlordane used per 
acre. The only other expense was 
the labor of mixing the chlordane 
with the phosphate. Sheffield is cer- 
tain the results have paid off well in 
savings of money, time, and trouble.

What, No Mink Coats? 


- lo WONDER mink coats are so 

high, as hard as mink are to 
catch,” said Jess Davenport, a veteran 
Tennessee mink trapper—but then he 
went right on to tell us about one way 
he traps the wily creatures. 

“I bury my traps, unset, an inch 
or so deep in the mud or sand along 
creek banks. I am careful to place 
them near where there are holes back 
under the bank. Ten days or so later 
I make the actual sets. Wearing rub- 
ber boots and rubber gloves, I go to 
these spots, and place a sharp stick 
in the ground in a bank hole near my 
two or three traps. Onto the exposed 
end of the stick I jab a minnow. Then 
I set the traps in a semi-circle before 
the hole entrance, cover them lightly 
and carefully with sand, back away, 
and go on to make other such sets. If 
possible, my traps are fixed so that the 
trapped mink will drown themselves 
when they enter the near-by water. I 
visit my traps daily.”

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If Yowre Feeding Hogs: 


DONT FEED FOR FAT 


Mest Southwestern farmers adopt 
new breeds of hogs to satisfy in- 
creasing market demands for a leaner 
type hog? Hog specialists don’t think 
so, but they point out that the hog 
producer who fails to recognize these 
demands may lose money. These men 
believe that properly selected hogs of 
all major breeds can still be fed for 
equal profit. 

The Oklahoma Experiment Station 
has recently conducted extensive re- 
search in developing new lines and 
breeds of hogs able to produce the 
most lean meat from their feed. Al- 
though a greater number of desir- 
able carcasses have been produced 
from certain lines than from others, 
the station’s results conclude that se- 
lection of individuals able to produce 
efficient gains and desirable carcasses 
can be made from all breeds. 

New grades for slaughter swine an- 
nounced by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture offer guides to 
standards of type and carcass quality 
desired by buyers. Although use of 
the new grading system is voluntary 
and has not been generally adopted 
in the Southwest, the new grades do

suggest definite standards for the hog 
producer. Hogs which meet the high- 
est of the new grade standards may 
represent the lean type preferred by 
buyers for packing companies, the 
USDA points out. Experts of the de- 
partment add, however, that selected 
hogs of any of the major breeds 
should qualify to meet the highest of 
the new standards. 

Designation of the three new 
Choice grades is based largely on per- 
centage of the carcass cut out into the 
four best lean cuts—hams, loins, pic- 
nics, and Boston butts. Carcasses 
from hogs grading Choice No. 1 
should cut out about 50 percent; 
Choice No. 2, from 45 to 48 percent; 
and Choice No. 3, less than 45 per- 
cent of these four lean cuts. Medium 
and Cull, the two lowest grades, may 
produce a higher proportion of lean 
to fat, but the cuts are of inferior 
quality. 

Slaughter hogs’ meeting the stand- 
ards for USDA Choice No. 1 will not 
necessarily bring a higher market 
price per pound than those with a 
lower percentage of the choice cuts. 
Specialists, such as E. M. Regen-

brecht, Texas A&M Extension animal 
husbandman, believe that the tendency 
to discriminate against overfat hogs 
is increasing, however. “Even though 
it is the general impression that all 
fairly good hogs in the acceptable 
weight range bring the same price, 
buyers have looked with considerable 
favor upon the leaner hogs,” Regen- 
brecht declares. 

Another reason for producing lean 
hogs is shown by Regenbrecht when 
he explains that, “Theoretically, it

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takes more than twice as much feed 
to produce a pound of fat as it does a 
pound of lean pork on a live hog. 
That's why young, growing animals 
convert feed into weight much cheap- 
er than the older hogs which are de- 
veloping fat.” Regenbrecht empha- 
sizes that the ability of young hogs 
to increase weight by growth rather 
than by fattening makes an impor- 
tant difference in final profits. Hogs 
make less money if they are fattened 
too rapidly or kept too long after they 
reach top market grade, usually at 
about 175 pounds, he points out. 

Regenbrecht also suggests maximum 
use of good pastures as a means of in- 
creasing profits on hogs. He declares 
that use of good pasture will nelp to 
produce a finished animal which will 
more nearly meet the demands for 
a lean carcass than one force-fed on 
concentrated feeds alone. The hog 
will require slightly longer to reach 
the desired market weight, he adds, 
but the result will be lower feeding 
costs and a higher selling price. 

The conclusion of experts is that a 
hog selected for its ability to make 
good gains can be fed to produce eco- 
nomical pork of the desired kind. A 
practical feeding plan should include 
use of good pastures, and should avoid 
forcing the hogs to fatten excessively. 
This plan will prepare trim, thrifty 
hogs for market at low cost, and the 
packer buyer will be glad to buy these 
Choice No. 1 hogs at the best price.

started picking up. A further check 
by the research men showed that the 
feed could be improved still further if 
more minerals were added. “It seemed 
that my ranch had become another 
experiment station for A&M College,” 
Mr. Huffington recalls. 

More phosphorus in the feed proved 
beneficial. Meanwhile, to produce 
less fat on the animals, carbohydrates 
were reduced, and replaced with rice 
by-products. 

Finally, after further experiments 
with his feed formula, Huffington 
was able to give his customers the 
exact cuts of meat they demanded. 

Calves for the Huffington ranch 
come from almost any place. “It’s 
an old rule among cattlemen that you 
can take cattle from East Texas to 
West Texas with good results, but 
when you reverse the procedure, it 
isn’t always so good,” Huffington 
says. However, he has found that by 
adding minerals to the feed he can 
successfully transfer cattle from West 
Texas to his ranch in Harris County. 

Huffington is more careful when 
it comes to selecting calves for his 
feed lots. “Any full-blooded animal 
is all right,” he says, “but don’t buy 
animals unless they have good bone 
structure.” 

Joe Huffington is very optimistic 
about the future of beef cattle in the 
Gulf Coast area of Texas. “But we 
never will get full benefit from our 
feed lots until we learn to use feed 
formulas which will give housewives 
the kind of meat they want,” he con- 
cludes. 

The steady slaughter of fifteen 
steers a week indicates that Mr. Huff- 
ington is giving his customers the kind 
of meat they want.

Poinsettia Pointers 


Poinsettia is a short-day plant, 
blooming when the days are short— 
November, December, January. The 
poinsettia is not an ideal house plant. 
It is rather exacting in temperature, 


light, and atmosphere. Poinsettias 
should be watered a bit every day and 
placed where they will get a good 
deal of daylight and sunshine. Day 
temperatures should be about 72 de- 
grees and never lower at night than 
60 degrees. Sudden change in tem- 
perature or draft will cause the leaves 
to drop . . . You can keep a poin- 
settia plant until next season. After 
the beauty of the plant is over, place 
it in a dry place where it will not 
freeze. Do not water it—let the soil 
dry out. Next May bring the plant 
out. Cut the stem back about two- 
thirds. Wash old soil off the roots 
and repot in new soil. From then on 
handle it like any other pot plant... 
A good potting soil is made by mixing 
equal parts of sandy soil, clay loam 
and well-rotted manure.

From Your Refrigerator

OOD things to eat, and plenty 

of them for the family and 

guests, are a part of our Christ- 
mas traditions. But the old way of 
spending days, even weeks, preparing 
these foods need not be our tradition. 
Modern appliances—and certainly the 
refrigerator — simplify our holiday 
preparations. Delicious foods are easy 
to serve without last-minute fuss and 
bother when the refrigerator is also 
ready for Christmas. 

A variety of extra-special treats that 
can be served with ease help you en- 
joy the entire holiday season. You 
can serve freshly baked pies in a 
matter of minutes when the rolled 
crusts and even some fillings are ready 
to go into the pie pans. Many of your 
cookie doughs are easy to keep handy 
for a quick refill of the ever-popular 
cookie jar. Don't forget the refrig- 
erator salads and desserts, even ice- 
box fruit cake, that you can make 
ahead of time. Ice cream, especially 
when frozen in fancy molds, is always 
a festive dessert that is excellent to 
serve for the unexpected occasion. 
This is possible with the refrigerator 
that has a food freezer compartment. 
Many of your homemade candies are 
improved after being stored in the 
refrigerator. Add to these a good 
supply of your Christmas punch or 
eggnog and you have a sense of pre- 
paredness which helps you enjoy all 
your holiday guests. 

Fresh-from-the-oven pies are always 
a sure hit. Make enough pastry for 
several pie shells, as much as two 
weeks ahead of time. Roll and cut 
pastry circles .o fit your pie pans. 
This is easy if you use a paper pattern. 
An I1-inch circle will fit a 9-inch pan. 
Roll together as many as four of these 
pie shells and store in the refrigerator. 
Use a piece of waxed paper between

each shell, and also cover the top one 
with waxed paper before rolling. Make 
special cut-outs for decorating your 
pies from the left-over pieces. Cut 
some into holly leaves, trees, stars, 
and strips for lattice tops. These can 
be rolled with the crusts. When you 
need a pie, remove the pastry you 
will use from the refrigerator about 
an hour before baking. 

Here is a delicious but easy-to-make 
refrigerator fruit cake. You'll espe- 
cially like this if you have difficulty 
finding enough time to do all the 
Christmas baking you would like to do. 


Bran Flake Fruit Cake 


1¥2 teaspoons grated 
lemon rind 


9 cups bran flakes 
12 cups chopped, 
cooked prunes 344 cup brown sugar 

34 cup chopped 1 teaspoon salt 

dates Ve teaspoon ground 
34 cup chopped cinnamon 

raisins V2 teaspoon ground 
34 cup chopped nutmeg 

walnuts Veg teaspoon ground 
1g teaspoons grated ginger 

orange rind V2 cup orange juice 

Roll bran flakes to make three cups 
of fine crumbs. Combine all ingre- 
dients and mix thoroughly. Line a 
loaf pan or a square cake pan with 
waxed paper. Press the fruit mixture 
into the pan. Decorate the top with 
fruits and nutmeats, if desired. Cover 
with several thicknesses of waxed 
paper, and place in the refrigerator 
three days before serving. Longer 
storage improves the flavor of the 
cake. Serve in slices or squares, 
topped with whipped cream. 

These few suggestions will start you 
thinking of many other ways to have 
your refrigerator help with your holi- 
day entertaining.

Lovely Centerpiece

Te placing for this Christmas cen- 
terpiece is a 23x12-inch oblong mir- 
ror. The foundation for the arrange- 
ment is a 5x5-inch piece of seafoam, 


which you can purchase from florists 


or a 10-cent store. Attached to the 
bottom of the foam as a background 
is a layer of silvered magnolia leaves 
(we used 14). The leaves were attached 
to the base with pins. 

To silver material by dipping, place 
water in an old can or bucket and pour 
in a small amount of aluminum paint. 
The paint will rise to the top and any- 
thing dipped into the solution will be 
silvered. You can use other colors 
of paint for dipping, also. 

We used as the highest and widest 
points in the arrangements, gimpson 
weed and thistle pods. These were 
dipped in red or green paint. We blew 
gold dust, which can be purchased at 
a paint store, on some of the pods 
while they were still damp. This gives 
a tinselled effect. The stems were firm 
enough to stick directly into the foam. 
Tiny pods from the Catalpa tree, dip- 
ped in white paint and sprinkled with 
artificial snow, formed the next lowest 
part in the arrangement. Any small 
berry or rose pods can be used. 

At each end of the arrangement we 
put a spray of six Christmas balls 1- 
inch in diameter, using various colors. 
These were mounted on wire and 
spaced to resemble a bunch of grapes. 

To keep these balls secure, wrap 
ends of wire with a small bit of cotton 
touched with liquid glue. Let dry and 
then wrap wire with strip of aluminum 
foil. 


As fill-ins to complete the lowest 
part of the arrangement, we made 
nosegays centered with the 1-inch balls 
mounted on a toothpick. The tip of 
the toothpick was wrapped with cotton 
and glue to secure the balls to it. Slip 
four squares of various colored cel- 
lophane on the pick to rest securely 
beneath the ball. To gather the paper 
tightly beneath the ball, wrap with 
small florist wire or thread. 

Four paper doilies also can be used 
with the balls in the same way. These 
nosegays may be placed at different 
heights low in the arrangement. 

At each end of the arrangement we 
placed a Christmas candle. The candles 
were made by melting three blocks of 
paraffin (for the two.) This was 
poured in frozen concentrated juice 
cans. We used a piece of firm wrap- 
ping twine for wick, putting it in center 
with an ice pick while paraffin still 
was warm. When cold, the other end 
of can was cut out and the candle 
slipped out. 

We set the paraffin candle on a 
newspaper. Then we melted old red 
candles and poured the hot wax on 
top of the new candle. This red mix- 
ture was allowed to drip down the 
sides until the desired effect was at- 
tained. After cooling, trim excess 
drippings at the bottom edge. 

For a holder, we trimmed one of 
the silvered magnolia leaves to extend 
about 42-inch beyond base of candle. 

Place cards are Santa Claus faces 
made from eggs from which the yolk 
and white have been blown. To do 
this, punch a hole in each end with a 
sharp pointed instrument. Use tooth- 
pick to break the yolk; this makes it 
easier to get the egg from the shell. 

For Santa’s cap, cut a 6-inch strip

142 inches wide of red material (we 
used red wool). Gather one edge for 
top of cap and tack in a small ball of 
cotton. Glue lower edge of cap to egg 
about a fourth of the way downward. 
Take a thin layer of cotton 342 inches 
long and 1% inches wide, and glue 
to the lower edge of cap for hair. Glue 
a strip of cotton %-inch wide around 
lower edge of cap for a band. 

On Santa’s face, use small bits of 
black paper or cloth for his eyes 
and red for his mouth and nose. For 
his whiskers glue on a thin layer of 
cotton two inches wide and long 
enough to extend from the edge of his 
hair on each side. For the moustache, 
take a small amount of cotton two 
inches long, twist hard in center and 
twist and pull at each end; glue to 
upper lip. For eyebrows, use tiny bits 
of cotton. 

Santa is mounted in a conical collar 
made of red construction paper 1-inc 
wide and 41% inches long.

| HUSBAND - AND - WIFE combi- 
I nation. one keeping the records 
and the other managing the business, 
is clicking down in Tyler County, 
Texas. near Woodville. True, there 
are plenty of husband-and-wife com- 
binations in the poultry business, but 
it’s different in this case. It’s the hus- 
band who keeps the records. 

Mr. and Mrs. Courtenay Marshall 
raised chickens in Beaumont before 
starting their poultry farm in Tyler 
Cowity. “Mr. Marshall kept books 
on the chickens—he liked that part 
best—and I looked after them; that’s 
the part I liked best,” Mrs. Marshall 
confided. “My husband works for an 
oil company and, of course, can’t 
devote much time to poultry.” 

The Marshalls had less than 100 
hens when they lived in Beaumont, 
and their records kept showing a loss. 
“There ought to be some way to raise 
chickens and make money,” they kept 
telling each other. They decided that 
their flock was too small, so they 
bought a little farm bordering on the 
lake above B Dam in the Neches 
River and began improving it as a 
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poultry farm. With the assistance of 
P. 5. Goen, county agent for Tyler 
County, their operations have grown 
from a back-yard flock to a full-size 
poultry plant ‘which still continues to 
grow. 

“We produce hatching eggs to sup- 
ply the broiler trade, as these eggs 
bring a premium on the market,” Mrs. 
Marshall explains. “We have 2,000 
New Hampshire pullets in production 
and have contracts for all the eggs 
we can produce.” 

While many poultry raisers believe 
that they should sell off their laying 
hens once a year, the Marshalls have 
passed that stage in poultry produc- 
tion. They sell off their entire flock 
twice a year. 

At Christmas they sell all laying 
hens and fill the laying houses with 
pullets just coming into production. 
Again in July the layers are sold and 
replaced with a new flock of pro- 
ducing hens. 

While the Marshalls are developing 
their laying flock program, they also 
are equipping their poultry farm as a 
complete unit to incubate their own 
eggs. Mrs. Marshall is proud of their 
new incubators. “They have a ca- 
pacity of 6,000 eggs per week and 
we sell broiler chicks to supply the 
heavy demand in this area,” she ex- 
plains. 


HIS lady poultry raiser seems to 

have energy to spare as she moves 
about the poultry farm, looking after 
egg graders who select the best eggs 
for their broiler trade, seeing that 
hoppers are filled in the laying house, 
and checking on ventilation in the 
brooder house. Besides looking after 
the poultry business, Mrs. Marshall 
takes care of all the work involved in 
keeping house and rearing four lively 
children. 

Mr. Marshall's records on their 
poultry business are so complete that 
if a few hens stop laying for awhile, 
his records will reveal it, and the axe 
will show up. The Marshalls hold 
to their motto: “An egg a day will 
keep the axe away.”

NM fos years the main objective of 
poultry breeders was to develop 
birds that would lay more eggs. 
Quantity was what they wanted; now 
they are interested in quality, too. 
There is a surprising difference in 
the quality of eggs laid by different 
hens. Two eggs equally fresh may 
not be equally good. Perhaps you 
have noticed, when breaking eggs to 
use at home, that some seem to have 
much more thick white than others. 
This difference in the amount of thick 
white of equally fresh eggs goes di- 
rectly back to the hens that laid them. 


Quality Is Measured 

Egg-laying tests have been used for 
some time to measure the production 
ability of different birds under simi- 
lar conditions. However, with new em- 
phasis on quality as well as quantity, 
USDA research men now have meas- 
ured the quality of eggs laid by hens 
entered in two of these contests. 

The information gathered by these 
research men has made people in the 
poultry business want to know more. 
It was found that a hen either lays 
good eggs every day, or she lays poor 
ones every day. There was little dif- 
ference in the quality of eggs laid by 
the different breeds and crosses. 

USDA research men also found a 
difference in eggs laid in summer and 
spring. In general, summer eggs broke 
down in structure easier than spring- 
laid eggs. This was particularly true 
when the birds were heavy producers. 
However, some high-producing hens 
laid eggs in August which were just 
as good as those laid in March. From 
this fact, poultry specialists conclude 
that individual hens can be selected 
for these desirable characteristics. 
From these hens, a flock can be de- 
veloped which will lay good eggs the 
year around, and lay plenty of them.

I NEWCASTLE disease appears in 
layers, what can be done? Will the 
flock be profitable afterwards? 

At this time of year the pullets 
started last January, February, March, 
and April should be hitting their 
stride and shelling out the eggs. With 
prices near their peak in December, 
poultrymen are happy. But if New- 
castle hits, it is a different story. 

Here is the picture. The pullets 
may be laying from 50 to 80 per- 
cent, but production will drop to zero 
in five to seven days. For several 
days there may not be a single egg 
laid. There will be symptoms of 
colds, with noise in breathing, but 
sometimes these respiratory symptoms 
are light. If the birds the kind 
which produce brown eggs, the few 
eggs laid may have white shells. The 
shape, size. shell texture, and interior 
quality often are affected, but not to 
the same extent as in a bronchitis out- 
break.

Soil Conservation Not Doomed 


F OR years we have asked for much 
needed consolidation of government 
agencies in the field of agriculture. Sec- 
retary Ezra Taft Benson’s recently an- 
nounced reorganization plan is inter- 
preted as a step in that direction. What 
many forget is that no operation is 
painless. Now that the plan is out, oppo- 
sition of certain groups is pyramiding. 
All the objections and: criticisms they 
can muster are being directed to the 
Secretary's office, the White House, and 
the Congress. 

Some predict that disaster will re- 
sult from abolishing Soil Conservation 
regional offices; they say the Soil Con- 
servation Service will no longer be able 
to function on projects affecting more 
than one state. Others say this is a 
step toward placing the SCS under the 
direction and supervision of the Ex- 
tension Service. It has been variously 
reported that the department will con- 
centrate more on the educational fea- 
ture of soil conservation instead of 
encouraging practical work in coopera- 
tion with farmers. 

The abolition of regional offices no 
doubt means more power will go to 
state SCS offices. Can states not co- 
operate in projects of soil conserva- 
tion as they do in other work? Or does 
this change simply mean that control 
is moved closer to the farmer? 

A letter to FARM AND RANCH from 
Secretary Benson discounts claims that 
the Administration plans to do away 
with soil conservation districts. We 
have the Secretary’s word that the dis- 
tricts will continue to function. Mr. 
Benson’s letter to FARM AND RANCH, 
written in response to an inquiry from 
this office, states as follows: 

“It is important that farmers work 
together in soil conservation districts 
so that agriculture can go forward con- 
fidently in locally directed conservation 
districts.” Secretary Benson also made 
this statement in a speech delivered in 
Des Moines, Iowa, before his plan of 
reorganization was announced. 

In another part of his letter the Sec- 
retary wrote: “I want to assure you 
that we intend to continue cooperation 
with soil conservation districts. We shall 
continue to look to the SCS for leader- 
ship in this important phase of work.”

As the Benson reorganization plan is 
now written it does not include de- 
stroying soil conservation districts as 
now constituted. These district asso- 
ciations operate under the district 
boards of supervisors with advice from 
soil conservation technicians, but the 
responsibility of doing the job rests with 
the farmer. It is a down-to-earth pro- 
gram which is in line with Secretary 
Benson’s announced planning. 


Head, Heart. Hands. 
and Health 


Near.y every persen in the coun- 
try, except possibly those living in the 
larger metropolitan areas, has heard 
of 4-H Clubs. Nearly everyone asso- 
ciates these clubs with a move to edu- 
cate farm boys and girls in good farm 
practices and in homemaking. 

That conception of 4-H Club work 
is true as far as it goes, but there is 
much more to 4-H work than winning

to sew or bake a cake. The 4-H is 
not just a name for the clubs. Mem- 
bers of 4-H Clubs pledge head, heart, 
hands, and health in unity for greater 
service to home, club, community, and 
country. There are more than two 
million members of these clubs in this 
country. If history repeats itself, out 
of this number will come many out- 
standing leaders, not only in agricul- 
ture, but in the industrial, educational, 
and political life of the nation. 

The development of leadership in 
their clubs and later in their commu- 
nity is one of the outstanding accom- 
plishments of club work. Confidence 
in their own ability to succeed and 
sportsmanship in contests of various 
kinds far exceed in importance any 
success attained in the fields of pro- 
duction and homemaking. The de- 
velopment of good citizens, after all, 
is the prime objective of 4-H Club 
work. Both men and women in the 
Extension Service, working with boys 
and girls, deserve the cooperation and 
commendation of the rest of us not 
directly associated in educational work.
